Whether this development heralds 
the return of Mr, Balfour to the ac- 
tive leadership of the sparty remains 
to be seen. The Unionists lately 
have been greatly elated at the grow- 
ing difficulties the Government has 
been encountering, due in part to 
the unpopularity of the insurance 
bill, the increasing labor troubles and 
the greatly increased public expendi 
ure involved in social reform, as well 
as the evidence of a change in public 
opinion has been given in recent by- 
elections, 

Government Riding to Fall. 

If, as some of the Unioniel s assert, 
the government is fiding for a fall, 
it may come over the minimum wage 
bill, but there is little doubt that the 
government can carry the second 
rcading of the Dill, as the labor par- 
ty and tie” natfonalists have décited 
to give their support to that end. 
Difficulties will arise dn he commit- 
tee stage, when the tlaborites will 
move amendments, with the object of 
having inserted the echedule of min 
imum rates as fixed by the miners 
federmtion.

The de- 
parunent 1s plaming to patrol the 
Peace River trails and the country 
north of Battleford and Prince Al- 
bert, into which settlers are pouring. 
A number of rangers will be sent 
along the line of the new Hudson 
ay railroad, while the route from 
Winnipeg north to the Pay will alse 
be patrolled, The enersy of the 
department will be largely devoted 
this summer to organizing the new 
forest reserve On the eastern slope 
of the Rockies, consisting of thirteen 
million acres, which is one of the 
finest reserves on the 


largest and 
continent.

Potteries Are Idle. 

The prevailing conditions in Erwash 
valley, the great hive of industry 
stretching from Nottingham to Ches- 
terville, serve as an example ef con- 
ditions elsewhere, Here 75 per cent. 
of the workers in all tredes are idle 
and unlike the miners, as these men 
have not strike pay, the families are 
thrown onto charity, -The mayor of 
Ilkeston, the largest town in the val- 
ley, yesterday, received applications 
from no fewer than 400 families for 
aid, and in one of the elementary 
schools, out ci the six hundred puptls 
100 are being fed by the teachers,

Detectives Arrested on Charge of Con- 
aspiring to De ate Scott 
Mausoleum, 


Pittsburgh, March 20—Harry H. 
Parkins, member of a local detective 
agency, and. James MeKane, an em- 
ploye, were arrested on a charge of 
conspiracy today by officers from Erje, 
Pa, Simultaneously Mortimer H. Hall, 
a relative of Perkins, was arrested in 
Erie on the same charge. 

The arrests were made as a result 
of the desecration of the mausoleum 
of the late Representatives Ye. L,. 
Scott in Erie in February, 1911. The 
prisoners furnished bail of $1,000 for 
@ hearing at Erie, March 23rd. 

Warrants were issued for Gilbert/ 
Perkins, Harry's father, who was 
head of the detecthve business, «@ 
Charles Frankliu, former manager 
the agency's Philadelphia branch, 

The elder Perkins and Franklin 
were convicted of blackmail in con- 
nection with “Black Hand” letters to 
Mrs. Charles Strong of Erie, daughter 
of Representative Scott, during the 
investigation of the vandalism a year 
ago. They were taken to Leavenworth 
prison last Tuesday, 

The charges are said to have been 
the result of @ conspiracy to cause 
the desecration of the tomb that the 
detective agency might be employed 
to unravel the alleged mystery. 

A few hours before Franklin left 
this city for Leavenwerth he made a 
statement to Postoffice Inspector Old-
